MAINE STATE PAIR. 


A MOST SUCCESSFUL EXHIBITION— 
GRAND SHOW—DETAILED REPORT. 


The twenty-second annual exhibition of 
the Maine State Agricultural Society, was 
held on the Society's Park, Lewiston, open- 
ing Tuesday, Sept. 23, and closing Satur- 
day, the27th. Wednesday, the second day, 
was rainy which interfered sadly with the 
carrying out of the programme. Thursday 
promised better, but before noon the rain 
came pouring down again to the sad dis- 
comfort of the throngs of visitors. Soon 
after noon, however, the rain held up, and 
the remainder of the week was all that 
could be desired. 

This was one of the best arranged exhi- 
bitions ever held by the Society, and reflects 
credit upon the able corps of officers who 
had it in charge. The long experience 
the most of these officers have had has 
been a fitting school which enables them to 
tay out their work in a most systematic 
manner. The fixtures for the stock were 
all in readiness at the opening, save a few 
pens for the late arrivals—one of the bene- 
tits of having the stock entries close before 
the opening of the Fair. The late improve- 
ments on the track render it now «qual to 
any in the State, and entirely satisfactory 
to all who use it. 

THE STOCK. 

With all its other important accompani- 
ments, the stock is the grand feature of 
the exhibition. In the main this was well ar- 
ranged, and in accordance with the classifi- 
cation in the schedule of premiums, ‘This 
adds much to the appearance of stock and 
aids in obtaining a comprehensive know!- 
edge of the different breeds on exhibition. 
The exhibit of stock in the thoroughbred 
classes was not especially strong, save per- 
haps in the Herefords ; while in the Jersey 
classes it was notably weak. We give here- 
with a tabulation of the number of animals 
in each class.
